Ely Bypass: 
plans now in 


IT'S been in the pipeline for more 
than a decade and is likely to be 
one of the most controversial plan¬ 
ning applications Ely has ever 
been involved in. 

A formal planning application for 
a new Southern Bypass has now 
been submitted by Cambridgeshire 
County Council - despite numer¬ 
ous campaigns and petitions 
against it over the years. 

Council chiefs insist the proposed 
bypass - projected to cost around 
£31 million - will provide better 
access to the Ely city centre, sur¬ 
rounding business areas and the 
railway station. 

The authority says the new road 
will also improve journey times 
between the A10 and Stuntney 
Causeway, reduce delays for motor¬ 
ists leaving the station at peak 
times, increase opportunities for 
walking and cycling, improve the 
reliability of bus services, allow the 
area around the station to be 
improved and allow high-sided 
vehicles to avoid the area around 
the level crossing and underpass. 

A new walkway will also be con¬ 
structed as part of the bypass con¬ 
necting the Fen Rivers Way and 
Ouse Valley Way footpaths and 
improving links to the city centre. 

The council says ways to improve 
cycling infrastructure will also be 
developed alongside the scheme. 
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County Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet 
member for growth and planning 
said: “The need for a solution to the 
congestion on the A142 has been 
known for many years. 

“This has become more urgent 
since surveys in 2010 revealed the 
railway crossing was closed for up 
to 35 minutes every hour. 

“We also know the problem is like¬ 
ly to get worse as rail services using 
the line increase. 

“We have worked incredibly hard 
to develop plans which minimise 
the impact on the landscape and 
historical setting of Ely and its 
cathedral. 

“We have striven through the 
designs process to create a scheme 
which is an asset to the area. 

“I know well that there are a small 
number of people who oppose our 
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plans but I also know there is a sig¬ 
nificant majority who want us to 
get on and build this road now.” 

The council says the project will 
be funded through contributions 
from itself, developers, Network 
Rail, East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) and the Greater 
Cambridgeshire and Greater 
Peterborough Local Transport 
Body. 

Cllr James Palmer, leader of ECDC, 
said: “Building the Ely Southern 
Bypass will bring real benefits to 
the city, East Cambridgeshire and 
the region. 

“The new road will not just take 
traffic out of the city - it will allow 
us to redevelop the station gateway 
area turning it into a huge asset for 
the district. 

“While we also know some people 
are worried about cost, the whole 
project must be seen in context for 
it is estimated that the bypass will 
save more than two and a half times 
its cost over its lifetime through 
reduced congestion. 

“People often tell me they want 
the road built now - well I think we 
are making real progress to make 
these plans finally a reality.” 

The planning process is likely to 
take 13 weeks with the application 
likely to be considered by the coun¬ 
ty council’s planning committee 
this winter.

BRIGHT, warm, autumn 
sunshine, mammoth pro¬ 
duce and ferret racing 
ensured a day to remem¬ 
ber in Soham last week¬ 
end.

Changes introduced 
at city’s car parks 


PARKING restrictions in all of Ely’s 
car parks will now start half an hour 
earlier. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council introduced a number of 
changes to the city’s car parks on 
Tuesday. 

Regulations on all car parks will now 
start at 8am instead of 8.30am, and 
the lower section of Forehill car park 
will now become long-stay - subject to 
the early morning restrictions. 

Waitrose car park, in Brays Lane, is 
also no longer the council’s responsi¬ 
bility and is now operated by Waitrose. 

And Fisherman’s car park in Ely will 
have early morning restrictions run¬ 
ning from Monday to Friday, exclud¬ 
ing Saturday and Sunday. 

Tracey Harding, the district coun¬ 
cil’s tourism and town centres team 
leader, says the changes have been 
introduced following a consultation 
on the car parking orders earlier this 
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year. She said: “The adjustments we 
have made to the car parking orders 
are in response to feedback we have 
had from the public to help improve 
how our car parks manage the demand 
placed on them. 

“By introducing more long stay car 
parking and revising some of the early 
morning restrictions we hope to meet 
the needs of those people wanting to 
use our facilities. 

“Over the years, we have also 
patrolled Bray’s Lane car park as part 
of an agreement we had with Waitrose. 

“Given that the store owns and 
maintains this facility, it seemed logi¬ 
cal for the store to operate the car park 
when they approached us to take full 
control of the facility.” 

Last year, the district council and the 
City of Ely Council launched major 
plans to charge people to park for 


longer than an hour in Ely. 

But following backlash from resi¬ 
dents and businesses, who said the 
charges would “kill off” trade in the 
city, the proposals were scrapped ear¬ 
lier this year. 

More than 12,000 people even signed 
a petition against the charges, which 
was spearheaded by Andrew Olley, 
from the Ely Traders’ Association. 

All of Ely’s car parks are currently 
free to park in, but under the propos¬ 
als drivers would have been charged 
after the first hour, and up to £2.50 for 
an all day ticket. 

Mrs Harding said: “We will continue 
to monitor how our car parks are used 
throughout Ely to see if further adjust¬ 
ments are required in the future.”

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Man is 
charged 
with theft 
of 4x4 

A MAN has appeared in 
court accused of steal¬ 
ing a 4x4 while a dog 
and “large amount” of 
cash were inside it. 

Lenny Whittred, 34, 
has been charged with 
stealing a Volvo XC90 
4x4 from Mereside on 
Friday, September 27. 

A pet dog and a “large 
amount of cash” were 
inside the vehicle at the 
time, according to 
police. 

Whittred, of First 
Drove, Burwell, faces 
four charges in total - 
stealing a motor vehi¬ 
cle, driving while dis¬ 
qualified and driving 
without insurance. 

He has also been 
charged with commit¬ 
ting an offence while 
subject to a suspended 
prison sentence made 
by Cambridge Crown 
Court on October 10 
last year for an offence 
of burglary. 

Whittred appeared at 
Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday and entered no 
pleas to any of the 
charges. 

Magistrates decided 
to commit the case to 
Cambridge Crown 
Court and Whittred 
was remanded in cus¬ 
tody until a hearing at a 
date yet to be arranged. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police 
said: “The car had a 
large amount of cash 
and a pet dog inside. 

“The vehicle was 
recovered in Soham 
later that day with the 
cash and dog still 
inside. 

“All have been safely 
returned to the owner.”

Pharmacy re-location 
plans set for approval 


CONTENTIOUS plans to re¬ 
locate Lloyds Pharmacy in Ely 
were set to be approved yester¬ 
day. 

Despite huge concern about 
moving the pharmacy from High 
Street to St Mary’s Surgery, in St 
Mary’s Street, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee was being 
recommended to give the propos¬ 
als the green light. 

It was in June that Lloyds bosses 
applied for planning permission 
to turn a 44 square-metre area of 
the surgery’s ground floor into a 
pharmacy and to re-locate there. 

The firm said the new pharmacy 
would “operate virtually as an 
ancillary function of the doctor’s 
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surgery” and that it would “oper¬ 
ate generally when the surgery is 
open”. 

But the proposed move is worry¬ 
ing residents as well as the City of 
Ely Council and the Ely Society. 

City councillors fear moving the 
pharmacy will have a “detrimen¬ 
tal” effect on other pharmacies in 
the city and residents are worried 
about the impact the new facility 
at the surgery could have on traf¬ 
fic and pedestrian safety in St 
Mary’s Street. 

Cherie Wright, of Silver Street, 
said: “Traffic in St Mary’s Street is 
already horrendous and if 


approved, this new pharmacy 
would bring a lot more cars to the 
area. 

“It’s not just congestion and 
parking that is a nightmare but it’s 
also a huge risk to pedestrians 
and this area is certainly very 
busy with those.” 

In the report due to be put before 
the committee, planning officer 
Ann Caffall says the authority has 
received nine letters of objection 
in total. 

But recommending that the 
plans are approved, she says: 
“This co-location allows a symbi¬ 
osis between the doctor’s services 
and those of a pharmacist and 
will allow patients to discuss their 
medication with an on-site phar¬ 


macist, thus potentially freeing 
up other medical practitioners’ 
time. 

“It is considered that the pro¬ 
posed use would allow combined 
trips for patients, would not 
adversely impact on neighbour¬ 
ing amenity and would not cause 
significant harm from increased 
traffic or extending opening 
hours. 

“Comments regarding loss of 
business to other pharmacies 
have been raised, however it is not 
for the planning system to address 
issues of competition and the 
application is recommended for 
approval.”

Sun could help 
restore old mill 


THE sun could soon be pow¬ 
ering funds to help restore a 
grade II listed windmill. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has received 
plans for solar panels to be 
installed on the roof of a bun¬ 
galow at Mill Farm in The 
Shade, Soham. 

The plan is to not only make 
the property more eco-friend¬ 
ly but also raise money to help 
restore Northfield Windmill, 
which is adjacent to the bun¬ 
galow. 

In a statement to planners, 
the applicant, Umesh Patel, 
said: “The Government’s FiT 
(Feed-in Tariff) scheme sup¬ 
ports and encourages instal¬ 
lation of low-carbon electrici¬ 
ty generation. 

“For PV solar, the electricity 
generated will be used by the 
household and any excess 
exported to the National Grid. 

“The tariff is paid for both 
units generated and for 
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export, thus over the guaran¬ 
teed FiT period, the panels 
will generate an income. 

“The proceeds from these 
tariffs will be set aside as part 
of the maintenance/restora¬ 
tion fund for the windmill.” 

Mr Patel wants to install the 
solar panels on the south-east 
facing side of the bungalow’s 
roof. 

He said the panels would be 
expected to generate 3,286 
kilowatts of electricity per 
year. He said: “The south-east 
aspect of the panels will ena¬ 
ble the benefit of the full day’s 
sun to be realised. 

“The panels are to be posi¬ 
tioned flush with the existing 
roof line and will not result in 
any visual issues due to the 
rural nature of the site. 

“The bungalow is well 
screened by mature trees 


from the public highway so 
will not have a negative 
impact on the visual amenity 
of the area. 

“The panels will be placed 
on the bungalow which itself 
is only 10 years old, meaning 
there will be no physical 
impact on the mill. 

“The renewable nature of 
the panels is inkeeping with 
the fact that windmills are 
themselves one of the earliest 
sources of renewable energy.” 

Northfield Windmill is 
believed to have been built as 
a fen drainage mill in the 18th 
century. 

It was last year that an ‘emer¬ 
gency works’ schedule, aided 
by a district council grant, 
was drawn up to help restore 
the mill to working order. 

A decision on the planning 
application is expected within 
eight weeks.

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Chaos as 
tractor and 
trailer 
jackknife 

A HOME came within feet of suf¬ 
fering potentially serious damage 
when a tractor and trailer jack¬ 
knifed in Prickwillow. 

The single-vehicle collision saw 
the trailer leaving the road and 
toppling down a bank into the 
garden of the property, located in 
Padnal Bank. 

It was thick conifer hedging that 
prevented the trailer from colliding 
into the property itself. 

The accident happened just 
before 1.30pm on Saturday and 
the trailer was carrying motorised 
roller equipment at the time. 

Police attended the incident and 
the road had to be closed not only 
for the trailer to be recovered but 
also for the road to be cleared of 
fluid which had spilled out. 

A Prickwillow resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: “It’s 
so, so lucky that the trailer didn’t 
crash into the house. 

“If it wasn’t for the thickness of 
the conifers it most certainly 
would have done - they acted like 
a sort of cushion. 

“It’s also extremely lucky that 
the tractor driver wasn’t injured or 
that nobody was walking in the 
area at the time. 

“It caused a bit of chaos but the 
trailer was soon recovered.” 

A police spokeswoman said the 
trailer took around 20 minutes to 
be recovered. She said that 
nobody was injured in the collision 
and that it is unknown what the 
cause of the accident was. 

The owner of the property 
involved did not want to speak 
about the incident. 


Micropub takes delivery of new Happy Hopper green beer 


A NEW green beer is tickling ale 
lovers’ taste buds in the Ely area. 

The city’s Liberty Belle 
Micropub, in Forehill, has taken 
delivery of a new green hopped 
beer called ‘Happy Hopper Green 
Hop Ale’. 

The quirky beer is brewed at 
Two Rivers Brewery in Denver, 
near Downham Market, and on 
Friday, owner of the micropub, 
Martin McKeever, collected the 
first keg in his distinctive 1963 
Messerschmitt. 

Martin, who opened the micro¬ 
pub earlier this year, said: “It was 
a bit like collecting the beer 
world’s equivalent of Beaujolais 
Nouveux. 

“I consider that the beer fits the 
micropub’s ethos in providing a 
variety of quality real ales from 
the UK’s microbrewing communi¬ 
ty.” 

The beer is produced from 
freshly picked green Goldings 
hops from fields in Suckley, 
Worcestershire. 

John Nash, owner of the brew¬ 
ery, said: “The hops are then 
rushed back from the fields and 
used immediately to brew the 
beer. 

“This helps to retain the high 
levels of valued hop aromas and 
oils that are normally reduced in 
hops processed for the brewing 
trade. 

“Martin and I are sure that sea¬ 
soned beer aficionados will enjoy 
the experience.”

Cycling group angry 
over A14 funding 


CYCLISTS are calling on council chiefs 
to ditch proposals to put £1 million 
towards improving the A14 and use 
the cash to boost cycling facilities 
instead. 

Ely Cycling Campaign says it is 
“extremely disappointed” that cash- 
strapped East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has agreed to put forward the 
money towards the upgrades. 

Andy Shaw, the group’s chairman, 
says the money should not be handed 
out because the A14 does not pass 
through East Cambridgeshire. 

He said: “We are extremely disap¬ 
pointed that the district council has 
committed £1 million to assist the 
building of the proposed A14 toll road. 

“The road doesn’t enter the bounda¬ 
ry of East Cambridgeshire; a road 
which will also be funded by the tax¬ 
payers; a road that, once built, you will 
have to pay to use. 

“In a time when the council says 
funds are at a premium and will be for 
the foreseeable future, an investment 
in cycling infrastructure in East 
Cambridgeshire makes economical 
sense not a long term commitment to 
an out of district project. 

“We urge the council to reverse this 
decision and invest in East 
Cambridgeshire as these are the con¬ 
stituents they represent.” 
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Peter Moakes, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s development and transport com¬ 
mittee, insists the funding is justified 
as the A14 has an impact on all local 
residents and businesses. 

But locals have been in uproar ever 
since the funding was agreed. 

Terry Hayes, of Columbine Road, Ely, 
said: “The A14 improvements should 
be completely funded on a national 
basis. We are told our council is having 
a ‘root and branch review’ because of 
its poor financial situation. 

“This actually clouds the question 
that should be asked: ‘What services is 
it essential the council provides?’ 

“This would certainly exclude fund¬ 
ing for improvements to the A14.” 

Council bosses are going to try to use 
Community Infrastructure Levy (CIL) 
contributions to come up with the £1 
million and hope, although it cannot 
be guaranteed, that council tax will 
not be affected by the funding agree¬ 
ment. 

Cllr Moakes said: “The Ely Cycling 
Campaign make a number of impor¬ 
tant points regarding cycling in Ely 
but it is vital to set the context for this

debate. 

“We would all like to have high qual¬ 
ity cycling facilities like our European 
neighbours to make the most of our 
natural surrounding and meet the 
needs of our residents. 

“However, we must create a balance 
in our transport infrastructure. This is 
why we are working in partnership 
with the county council to help them 
in their role as the local highway 
authority who look after all forms of 
transport: bus, cycle, road and rail and 
the Government to deliver improve¬ 
ments on the A14. 

“By working together, we achieve far 
more than we can ever do alone and 
we will continue to do this in the 
future to meet the needs of our com¬ 
munities. 

“As the Ely Cycling Campaign know, 
we are working with a number of bod¬ 
ies to improve the cycling in Ely and 
East Cambridgeshire. For example, we 
have persuaded the developers of 
North Ely to incorporate cycling in 
their plans and we are looking to 
develop areas such as the station gate¬ 
way so they can be designed to meet 
the needs of all types of transport 
including cyclists. 

“This work has not been done in iso¬ 
lation and will involved interest groups 
such as the cycling campaign.”

ALTAR RESTORATION: Ely Cathedral is celebrating having the refurbished altar frontal back 

New lease of life for stunning antique altar frontal 


AN antique altar frontal has 
been dedicated at Ely 
Cathedral following an 
extensive refurbishment. 

The ornate frontal dates from 
late 19th century and was 
originally made by the 
Wantage Church Needlework 
Association to a special 
design created by the then 
Bishop of Ely, Lord Alwyne 
Compton (1886-1904). 

The frontal was restored by a 
team of National Association 
of Decorative and Fine Arts 


Societies volunteers and took 
around two years to 
complete. 

It is estimated they spent 
5,000 hours working on the 
piece which including 
sourcing and sewing on over 
2,000 replacement pearl 
beads. 

The project was sponsored by 
the Friends of Ely Cathedral. 
Sue Hunting, Friends’ officer 
said: “The Friends of Ely 
Cathedral were delighted to

But Peter Rash, its owner, wants 
to expand the site by changing the 
use of land at the rear of the camp¬ 
site.

In a statement to planners, he 
said: “The proposal is to provide 
further pitches for camping and 
caravans/motor homes which can 
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be seen as an extension to the 
existing campsite, which operates 
under licence. 

“The site is set to grass and cut 
regularly during the growing sea¬ 
son. 

“There are no changes planned 
to the ground in terms of surfacing 
or levels. 

“It is merely the operation car¬ 
ried out on it. 

“The proposal also provides two 
routes for pedestrians and cyclists 
into the village - one parallel to the 
main road merging with the foot¬ 
path and the other exiting onto 
Lower Road. 

“The land area of the site pro¬ 
posal is 3,658 square-metres. 

“There is no visual appearance 
changes to the site.” 

The final decision lies with the 
district council and is expected to 
be made within eight weeks.

Disruption as 
teachers strike 



SCHOOLS in the Ely area 
faced disruption on Tuesday 
as teachers went on strike 
over pay, working conditions 
and pension schemes. 

Members of the two largest 
teaching unions NUT and 
NASUWT walked out causing 
partial closures in 49 local 
authorities in the country. 

In the Ely area, King’s Ely 
Senior School was the only 
secondary school not affected 
by the strike. 

Ely College, Soham Village 
College and Witchford Village 
College all closed to the 
majority of students. 

Ely College held private 
study sessions for pupils in 
Years 7-9 but the rest of the 
school was shut. 

The school provided a 
creche for children of staff 
who were working, in the case 
where their own children’s 
schools were closed. 

In a letter to parents, 
Catherine lenkinson-Dix, 
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college principal, said: “We 
have looked at the possible 
consequences for our school 
on October 1 and these are 
significant. 

“In doing so, we have tried to 
balance the issues of the safe 
provision of large numbers of 
students, given greatly 
reduced staffing levels, and 
the need to secure the con¬ 
tinuing education of stu¬ 
dents.” 

Soham Village College was 
only open to a “small number 
of students”.

In a statement, its principal, 
Carin Taylor, said: “Soham 
Village College will only be 
able to open for a small num¬ 
ber of students on October 1 
as a result of industrial action 
by teachers against the gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Witchford Village College 
was closed to all students, 
although a study day was held 
for students in Year 11. 

Christopher Terry, the 
school’s new principal, said: 
“Given the number of my col¬ 
leagues taking industrial 
action on October 1,1 have no 
alternative but to close the 
college to Years 7-10. 

“A decision to close is not 
one I have taken lightly but in 
the end, I have to consider the 
ability of the college to oper¬ 
ate safely with the numbers of 
staff I will have on site during 
the day.” 

Primary schools across East 
Cambridgeshire were also 
affected by the strike. 


Fresh plans for Witcham car dealership site 


A VILLAGE car dealership is 
at the centre of a fresh plan¬ 
ning application. 

In December last year Colin 
Every, the owner of independ¬ 
ent Volvo dealership, Kings of 
Witcham, applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to develop 
the site. 

The proposals involved 
demolishing all the facilities 
in The Slade, Witcham, and 
building 10 new homes in 


their place. 

In his application, Mr Every 
said he would re-locate the 
business somewhere else in 
East Cambridgeshire where 
the “visibility” of the compa¬ 
ny would be “improved”. 

But those plans, which 
proved to be controversial 
with locals, who said the vil¬ 
lage could not cope with the 
extra homes, have now been 
withdrawn. 


Mr Every, of Barton Road, 
Ely, now wants to build seven 
new homes and three “live- 
work” units on the site instead 
and has submitted a fresh 
planning application to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

A decision could be made on 
the proposals within eight 
weeks.

The Macmillan Mobile

Service visited the city last

face cancer alone and a ser¬ 
vice such as ours means sup¬ 
port is available nearby.

Those needing help can access 
any centre with a voucher given to 
them by a supporting agency. 

Karl Relton, chairman of Ely 
Foodbank, said: “Things have 
been developing at the foodbank 
faster than any of us thought pos¬ 
sible with an increase in demand 
of more than 15 per cent every 
three months and now, at harvest 
time, we really need further gifts 
of non-perishable food, finance 
and help from more volunteers.”

Pensioner calls 
for pavements 
to be improved 


A PENSIONER says people’s 
safety is being put at risk by 
the poor state of pavements 
in her town. 

Dorothy Badcock, from 
Soham, uses a mobility scoot¬ 
er and is urging 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council to improve the condi¬ 
tion of pavements in her area. 

She says the pavement along 
Brewhouse Lane - well used 
by people travelling to the 
Staploe Medical Centre or 
into the town centre - is par¬ 
ticularly bad. 

Mrs Badcock, of Eastern 
Avenue, said: “Having recent¬ 
ly acquired a mobility scooter, 
I find myself appalled, horri¬ 
fied and dare I say it, fright¬ 
ened by the state of some of 
the pavements in Soham, par¬ 
ticularly the one along 
Brewhouse Lane. 

“I have to use this one to get 
into town and am shaken 
from stem to stern when using 
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it. 

“I have tried other routes but 
some are almost inaccessible 
due to thoughtless parking 
across dropped kerbs and 
also where access across a 
road is dangerous as the 
dropped kerb is on blind cor¬ 
ners. 

“I also find that the camber 
on the paths, especially where 
they are crossed by drive¬ 
ways, makes it feel like I am 
clinging to the side of Mount 
Everest and I have to lean to 
one side to avoid tipping over. 

“My scooter is a very sub¬ 
stantial one, for which I am 
eternally grateful, but some¬ 
times I feel downright scared. 

“I always said I would never 
use the road as others do but I 
can certainly see why some 
people do. 

“Whoever is responsible for 


the upkeep of paths in the 
town should try using them 
sometimes.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said Mrs Badcock had 
been in touch with the 
authority about the issues 
raised. 

He said: “We always encour¬ 
age members of the public to 
raise any concerns they have 
about Cambridgeshire’s high¬ 
ways network with us. 

“We would like to thank Mrs 
Badcock for contacting us and 
one of our engineers will be 
offering to meet with her to 
discuss her concerns.”

SIX men inspired to take on a gruelling 
cycle ride by their friend who has termi¬ 
nal cancer have raised more than £10,000. 

The Pinkery Pacers - all men from the Ely 
area - hoped to raise around £3,000 for the 
Woodlands Centre at Hinchinbrooke 
Hospital in Huntingdon. 

But the intrepid group have raised more 
than £10,600 - and the money is still pour¬ 
ing in. 

The men were inspired to take on the 
challenge by their close friend, lonathan 
Smith, 33. 

In February, he and his wife, Sarah, 30, 
discovered they were expecting their first 
child together. 

But just weeks later lonathan was told he 
had cancer in his bowel, abdomen and 
lungs, and that the tumours were incura¬ 
ble. 

The cyclists decided to pedal from a tiny 
village called Pinkery, in Exmoor, to the 
village of Colne, near Earith - a trip of 
almost 300 miles. 

They chose Pinkery because they and 
their partners, and lonathan and Sarah, 
travelled to Pinkery to celebrate New Year 
last year. 

The group, made up of Ashley Colcomb, 
Dave Allister, Andrew Wallis, Luke Mowatt, 
Ian Clifton and Ross Baxter, chose to end 
the ride in Colne as that is where the cou¬ 
ple live. 

Not only have the cyclists now completed 
the mammoth challenge but lonathan also 
finally got to meet his baby as Sarah gave 
birth last week. 

Their daughter, Poppy Willow Hope 
Smith, was born at Hinchingbrooke at 


1.40pm last Monday, weighing 7lbs exactly. 

Speaking to Ely News, lonathan, who is 
now undergoing a second bout of chemo¬ 
therapy, said: “We’re both elated. 

“Poppy is perfect in every way and I feel 
extremely overwhelmed that she’s finally 
with us. 

“It’s an amazing experience and I’m so 
proud of both her and Sarah. 

“I’ve just started my chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment again so things are quite tough but 
I’m trying to relish every moment.” 

lonathan added: “We’re also extremely 


proud of the guys for what they did and the 
astonishing amount that they have raised. 

“The Sunday they completed the ride 
there were around 100 people there to wel¬ 
come them back and it was extremely emo - 
tional. 

“They’ve done an amazing thing.” 

The Woodlands Centre is currently seek¬ 
ing to raise £800,000 to expand the unit, 
which would enable it to treat more cancer 
patients like lonathan.

Avoid a fire 
by getting 
your chimney 
swept now 

RESIDENTS are being 
urged to avoid causing 
fires in their homes this 
winter by getting their 
chimneys swept. 

Last winter, 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, attended 
an increased number of 
chimney fires owing to 
the long and bitter cold 
temperatures. 

Firefighters are now 
calling for residents to 
ensure their chimneys 
are properly maintained 
to reduce the risk of fire 
in the coming cold 
months. 

Rick Hylton, area com¬ 
mander for the service, 
said: “If you have an 
open fire in your home, it 
is vital that your chim¬ 
ney is swept at least once 
a year to prevent a build 
up of debris which could 
start a fire. 

“In addition to this, the 
brickwork on the chim¬ 
ney should also be 
inspected, particularly in 
the roof space to ensure 
there are no cracked or 
broken bricks which 
embers could escape 
through. 

“Open fires can be cosy 
and a cheaper way to 
stay warm, but a chim¬ 
ney fire is chilling and 
expensive.”

Sarah raises almost 
£700 for charity fund 


A WOMAN has raised 
almost £700 for charity 
by running the Great 
North Run in memory 
of her friend.

Sarah said: “One of 
the things I always 
remember about Lisa 
is that nothing was too 
much trouble and she 
had a great sense of 
fun.

Great North Run and I 
couldn’t think of a bet¬ 
ter race to have done 
in her memory.

of displaced Polish families in the area 
in 1947. 

Frank Crosby, manager of the pro¬ 
ject, said: “The project is proving to be

a huge success and it’s really quite 
exciting. 

“We’ve started filming across the Ely 
area and that’s generating a lot of 
interest. 

“The project is looking at the theme 
of work and some of the very different 
groups of people who have come to the 
area for very different reasons over the 
past 350 years. 

“The work theme links people across 
almost four centuries. From the Dutch 
fen drainage engineers in the mid 17th 


century, the Romany seasonal workers 
of the 19th century, the impact of the 
Second World War and how Prisoners 
of War worked on local farms, to the 
late 1990s and the arrival of Portuguese 
migrant workers.”

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Pirate island plans withdrawn 


A RETROSPECTIVE planning 
application for a pirate island 
built just outside Ely has been 
withdrawn. 

A new application for the 
Bahamas-style paradise at 
Lakeside View in Landbeach 
is expected to be submitted, 
covering a bigger area of land 
containing trees and hedges 
as well as the access road. 

Including the greenery 
would allow it to be protected 
for the future - and this is key, 
because it screens Challis 


Island from public view. 

The original application 
had already been amended 
when it emerged no designs 
for the creation of the island 
that the buildings sit on had 
been included. 

The buccaneer’s playground 
was built by the multi-mil¬ 
lionaire Dickerson family, 
from Sutton, in a lake in a 
former gravel quarry, and 
boasts a mock pub, derelict 
‘garrison’ and a beach. 

No permission was secured 


before island was built - trig¬ 
gering the planning saga. 

However, South 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council has indicated that it 
is unlikely to order its demoli¬ 
tion, because it has little 
impact on neighbours.

spent £1.8 million on goods and ser¬ 
vices from businesses in the dis¬ 
trict. 

“However, we are increasingly 
aware that local businesses see 
many barriers to working with a 
local authority. 

“It is vital if East Cambridgeshire is 
to prosper that we look to make 
things easier for local firms to bid 
for work. 

“This is not to say we will be hand¬ 
ing out contracts freely - companies 
need to demonstrate they can deliv¬ 
er value for money and excellence 
but I fundamentally believe there is 
more scope for local businesses to 
engage with the council and they 
deserve to be supported.” 

The drive to ‘Buy Local’ in East 
Cambridgeshire is being launched 
just as Central Government initiates 
its own consultation into helping 
businesses win contracts from the 
public sector.

EVERYONE is above the law, including the 
police, in Jon S Baird's giddy and grim black 
comedy adapted from Irvine Welsh's novel of 
the same name. 

Filth mixes a heady cocktail of sex, drugs 
and wanton violence and then spikes the 
noxious brew with a generous dash of racism 
and homophobia. 

Those of a nervous disposition will be 
fortunate to survive the opening five minutes 
unscathed as Baird paints a wickedly funny 
portrait of Edinburgh's police force as a boy's 
club of degenerates and scoundrels who 
commit adultery and gleefully sabotage a 
colleague's chances of promotion. 


Glasgow's golden boy James McAvoy takes 
the sheen off his nice-guy screen image as 
misanthropic schemer DS Bruce Robertson, 
who lords over his colleagues and shamelessly 
sucks up to his superior, Chief Inspector Bob 
Toal (John Sessions). 

When Toal dangles a promotion in front 
of Bruce, the DS ruthlessly targets his five 
rivals - Peter Inglis (Emun Elliott), Amanda 
Drummond (Imogen Poots), Dougie Gillman 
(Brian McCardie), Ray Lennox (Jamie Bell) and 
Gus Bain (Gary Lewis) - by exploiting their 
insecurities.

Crunch times 


It’s a bumper year for apples, experts 
have told us, thanks to last year’s wet 
summer, this year’s late spring and the 
glorious summer of 2013 - but what if 
things haven’t gone so well? 

While many gardeners will be crow¬ 
ing about the vast amount of apples 
they've picked from their groaning 
trees, a few will no doubt be wrack¬ 
ing their brains about the lack of fruit, 
brown spots, maggots and general 
poor performance. 

So, if you're in the latter category, 
why might this have happened? 

Well, the tree may be in too dry a 
spot, which will result in little growth. 

It may be too wet and the roots may 
drown each winter, especially in a 
heavy soil when the roots may be 
confined in a hole full of water after 
every rain. 

You also need to look at your soil, 
which may be too acid, too alkaline or 
just poor, with few nutrients. 

Exposure to sun also has a bearing. If 
the site is too shady then the plant can 
become stunted. 

Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
fruit specialist Jim Arbury, who will be 
identifying apples at several of the RHS 
Taste of Autumn Festival events this 
month, explains: "Sometimes you will 
find trees originally planted in the sun 
may have become shaded by a conifer 
hedge or a building and this can affect

fruiting. There have been situations 
where fruit may appear on one side of 
the tree which isn't shaded and not on 
the other, which is." 

If the tree was container-planted 
when you bought it, did you make sure 
you teased out the roots before plant¬ 
ing? If not, they may all be trapped in 
their original place where they are now 
strangling each other underground - a 
problem which is often presented by 
the plant bursting into life in spring 
before petering out and looking forlorn 
all summer. 

Others say their apple trees have 
grown well but simply haven't flowered 
in spring. This is generally down to 
flowers being destroyed by frost, or 
trees being too young or too vigorous. 

"Often, when you've neglected a 
tree, then prune it very hard it will re¬ 
act by producing vigorous growth and 


may take time to crop again," Arbury 
explains. 

A give-away sign is when the branch¬ 
es are growing very strongly upwards, 
often with leaves that are dark green. 

"The best thing to do with a ne¬ 
glected tree is to prune it over two to 
three years, to balance everything out, 
but it may take a few years to settle 
down again." 

Trees which look healthy but don't 
fruit may be the victims of a serious 
water shortage at the start of the 
season, a problem which can easily be 
rectified. 

They may also need another pollina¬ 
tor, especially if you live in an urban 
area with few other trees around. 
Apples generally need partners, but 
usually there are so many apple trees 
about that you can get away without 
planting a partner yourself. However, 
if in doubt, plant another apple tree 
nearby. 

Apples infested with maggots and 
holes may have fallen victim to ap¬ 
ple sawfly or codling moth. The best 
way to control them is to be vigilant 
early on in the season, removing any 
infected fruitlets and clearing up any 
fallen ones and destroying them as 
soon as possible along with the mag¬ 
gots within. 

Heavy mulches under the trees laid 
over a woven fabric or plastic-sheet 



layer traps the hibernating pupai above. 
You can then expose them to the birds 
by raking the mulch aside in winter. 

Arbury warns apple growers that 
their bumper crop this year might not 
be repeated next year if their trees 
suffer from biennial bearing, carrying a 
heavy crop one year and little or none 
the next. The tree exhausts itself by 
overcropping one year and then has to 
take a year or more off. 

"Biennial bearing often happens in 
unpruned trees. It's best to prune the 
trees (generally once between leaf fall 
in autumn and bud burst in spring) so 
that the cropping will balance out year 


on year." 

Another solution to biennial bear¬ 
ing is that after the June drop (which 
usually happens in July, when fruitlets 
fall from the trees), you should thin the 
fruits, removing at least half including 
the crowded, diseased and deformed 
and leaving only the best. This reduces 
the load on the tree by lessening the 
number of seeds, which it takes a lot of 
energy for the tree to make. The tree 
should fruit each year if the fruits are 
always thinned.

Club Towcar of the Year 2014. 

The Skoda Superb Elegance Estate 2.0 TDI 
CR 170PS 4x4 DSG took top honours in its class 
and went on to be voted overall winner of the 
31st Caravan Club Towcar of the Year 
Competition. The panel of nine judges sug¬ 
gested that it lived up to its name - simply 
superb! 

For the first time in the competition’s histo¬ 
ry, entry invitations were extended to all vehi¬ 
cles capable of towing a trailer over 500kg and 
that are on sale on October 1, 2013. 

In The Club’s ongoing quest to provide cara¬ 
vanners with as much information about the 
vehicles as possible, the usual evaluation of 
each towcar’s dynamic abilities and ergonomic 
qualities was carried out.

From these Class winners, the sleek, stylish 
and very capable Skoda Superb emerged as 
the overall victor, with all driving judges 
agreeing that “this vehicle is as good as it gets” 
and “you wouldn’t know you were towing a 
caravan”.
